66; Fond 
du Lac, 62; and Madison, 49. 


Appleton had 50 Infant mortality 


deaths in 1923 so that the 1924 record 
showed an Increase of 14 deaths over 
the previous year, not an Increase of 
54 as was rcporteJ by the American 
Child Hygione association.

one year is meant the number of In- 
fants who die -while under one year 
of age, and stillborn Infants are in- 
cluded In this calculation.

POLITICAL TAX GATHERING 


There is a movement on foot to ex-, 


empt incomes of less than $5.000 from 
federal income taxation. It is one of the 
schemes ever dear to the hearts of poli- 
ticians to reach a tender spot of the 
voters. 
According to Senator Couzens 


there are thirty million exempts now. If 
Incomes "below §5,000- were "not taxed, 
that would add six million more exempts, 
and yet these sis million constitute about 
nine-tenths of~all the income taxpayers. 
Here we have a clever device to narrow 
income taxation down to a very few per- 
sons, to be set apart as undesirables and 
exploited at will and without mercy for 
the maintainance of government. 


It is absurd to hold that an individual 


with an income of $5000 annually can- 
not afford, or should not be expected, to 
contribute anything from his income to 
defray the expenses of government.. If 
persons with, this income are exempt, it 
amounts to class favoritism on. the one 
hand-and special class punishment on the 
other. It is obvious that this proposition 
finds favor with-politicians because it 
would stand to get wider applause and 
abuse. It would presumably add to their 
popularity with the "masses." 


AVe have something of the application o 


this theory in the new "Wisconsin income 
taxflaw, wjhich. provides an increased ex- 
emption for married persons and for 
children and dependents. "We are not say- 
ing that a slight increase in exemption 
might not be justified, but it is evident 
that the change was made as a stroke of 
politics by tfie appeal now being made to 
the voters-to v*how their appreciation of 
this legislation. 


There has been a distinct tendency of 


late to narrow taxpayers down to fewer 
and fewer in numbers. 
"We think it is a 


vicious tendency. There can be no objec- 
tion to reducing the tax of those least able 
to bear it to a very low and perhaps trif- 
ling figure, but it is a sound principle of 
government that everyone should con- 
tribute something to its expense and main- 
tainance. It is entirely wrong to inspire 
in the individual the idea that the govern- 
ment has no right to tax him because of 
his status or financial condition. Further- 
more, for practical reasons as well as a - 
matter of justice, we should reduce the 
high rates now imposed on productive en- 
terprise, in order that we may induce cap- 
ital to flow more freely back into channels 
which it has for a number of years avoid- 
ed, and "will continue to avoid until the 
manifest discriminations against it are 
removed.

SAME OLD ARGUMENT 


Here is a sample of the argument em- 


ployed by the isolation press to prevent 
our entering the world court: 


Nothing has developed while the United 


States' has been resisting which reconciles us to 
ther Idea of submission. There is nothing for 
America to gain in it and much to lose. Any 
dispute which the United States has In inter- 
national affair? can be submitted to international 
judicial decision or arbitration now if the coun- 
try is willing to submit it. The only thing done 
if America enters the court is to create a moral 
obllgatlon'which will pull us in when we ought 
to stay out. 


Some distinguished lawyers 
believe 
that 


through the court a system of international law 
can be developed and that eventually it will be 


v as comprehensive, and as effective as the system 


of law within a country, and that nations will 
go to law as citizens go into court. We do not 
close the door on that hope. But America has 
a peculiar position in world affairs. 


As a matter of fact, nothing could 


develop which would remove the hostil- 
ity of the irreconcilables to participation 
by tJ'e United States in peace movements 


contemplate action or cooperation 


with Europe. It is not that there are in- 
herent weaknesses in or objections to the 
Permanent Court of International Justice 
as it is organized, but rather that there 
are fundamental differences which pre- 
clude the possibility of setting up any tri- 
bunal of this character that would satis- 
fy our exclusionists: They do not believe 
in adjudication of international disputes. 
They do not want to see any step taken 
that definitely or impliably commits the 
United States to plead a case before the 
AYorld court. They are not in favor of 
a genuine attempt to codify international 
law. to the end that a system of jxistice 
and fixed legal procedure may govern iri 
the relations of nations. 
They are per- 


fectly- willing to have other nations cre- 
ate 
obligations that woud necessarily 


flow from the establishment of interna- 
tional law and a court to apply it. but 
thej* would recognize no such liability on 
the part of the United States, on the con- 
tention that "America has a peculiar po- 
sition in Avorld affairs." 


This idea or assertion is further ex- 


pressed in the statement that by enter- 
ing a world court. *'there is nothing for 
America to gain in it and much to lose." 
Behind this thought is clearly the notion 
that the United States under no circum- 
stances can be a party to a world court of 
any character. In other words, this coun- 
try must go it alone: the rest of the world 
may endeavor to maintain friendly, re- 
lations and settle its controversies in ac- 
cordance with fixed laws in a compet- 
ent court, but the" United States, in the 
opinion of these implacable European 
haters, should remain a law unto itself." 


This, to say the1 least, is a hopeless 


and calamitous view, which, if it controls 
our foreign policy, would be fatal to the 
effectiveness of any plan or effort to in- 
sure world peace through a common pro- 
gram. Xote the statement in the editor- 
'ial excerpt which we have quoted above 
from the Chicago Tribune that: "Some 
distinguished lawyers believe that through 
the court a system of international law 
can be developed and that eventually it 
will be as comprehensive and as effective 
as the system of law within a country and 
that nations will go to law as citizens go 
into court.'' 
"We should say decifledly 


that "some"' distinguished lawyers did 
believe in the. system. If there are any 
lawyers in the United States within this, 
definition, whose political 
prejudices 


might not be suspected, that do not be- 
lieve it. including the world court now in 
existence and-to which we are asked to 
adhere.we should like to, know: their- 
names. Elihu Root, • by" all odds'Amer-~ 
ica's foremost lawyer .'not only believes in 
the court, but helped to set it up. 
His 


argument in support of it is unanswer- 
able. 
Charles E. Hughes, a close friend 


to ilr. Boot, is equally strong in his ad- 
vocacy of the world court and American 
adherence. His briefs in favor of the 
court are mountains of logic against which 
the wind blasts of the isolationists make 
no impression. 


All 
of 
the 
great 
lawyers 
are 


for this court. Three presidents in di- 
rect succession have been for the court 
and urged our participation in it. 
If 


there were no League of Nations in ex- 
istence, and more particularly if the 
world court had not been created by the 
League, we should never have heard the 
twaddle and nonsense about America's 
sovereignty and interests being jeopard- 
ized by our joining the court. They shut 
their eyes with clothes pins to the fact 
that the world court is independent and 
in no sense a part of the League. They 
are beating their fists against the wall of 
progress, 
humantarianism, 
advancing 


civilization. 
To adopt their subversive^ 


creed would be to close the door of hope 
to the enthronement of justice, peace and 
good will among nations.

Indeed 
I can reco-1 oniy one doctor who succumbed to the 
murderous mania of his patient in a hospital for 
he insane; I know of 40 doctors at least who have 
>een assaulted by free and untrammeled cranks. 
Already I have been promised some such treatment 
>y a Brooklyn laundry man, a violet ray artist in 
Richmond, and a rheumatism quack in Pittsburg. 
f I will kindly announce when 1 expect to be in 
own. 
Just what the laundry fellow desires to take 


>ut of my hide I am not quite sure, though I sus- 
pect he resents my uncharitable feeling about hy- 
ihenated Americans, certainly I have never will- 
:ully impugned the laundry business, which' seems 
o be a good, clean, healthful business, apparently 
well supported and endowed by people of 
great 


vealth. 


A correspondent, expressing gratification he felt 


on reading some allusion I made to this subject in 
an article about worry, asks whether the improve- 
ment in the conditions and environment in insane 
asylums has not taken place largely In the last 
•ear or two. He is interested, he says, because 
some one near and dear to him ia a patient in a 
state hospital for the insane and appears to be gett- 
ng better. 


The institutions for patients ill of insanity have 


never been quite so dreadful in this country as the 
aity has been led to think. This idea of the hor- 
rible environment in the "asylum" or the "mad 
louse" is a fanciful one inspired by writers of lu- 
rid fiction. Another correspondent, writing from a 
state hospital, emphasizes this point in her very 
sane letter: "I want to thank you," she writes, "for 
the high purpose of your article about '"Insanity," 
and also for its meaning to us patients. More ar- 
ticles of this kind should be printed to help human- 
ty and prevent needless suffering. Such articles 
educate the public and give people a better under- 
standing in regard to mental illness., I think part 
of the fault must be laid at the door of certain 
;reat fiction writers. In almost any story you are 
ikely to encounter a picture of mental affliction 
painted with streess and horror, so that the general 
public becomes afraid*of insane people and looks 
upon hospitals of this sort witbxabhorrence, espec- 
ially the uneducated class." 


Before I came to know them well, I too, had a 


'ear of hospitals fbrj-tuberculosis and hospitals for 
insanity. Now that I know them better I believe 
residence In a tuberculosis hospital would be the 
safest possible existence for an individual, BO far as 
the general chance of infection .with tuberculosis 
is concerned, for in such hospitals everybody knows 
and obeys the rules or principles of medical asepsis, 
whereas outside there are thousands of people with 
tuberculosis who do not know the disease is spread.

Other forms of 
mojd. known as "whiskers" and brown mold, may 
cause illness if eaten in quantity, but these are 
rarely found on bread and their musty odor and 
sour taste are sufficient warnings of their bad char- 
acter. The common gr.een mold, as well as blue 
and orange molds, however, are harmless to the 
human body.

About $1,000,000,000

Washington. D. C.—The rural hi-fi- 


ways of the United States have cost 
tho nation approximately eight and 
one-half billion dollars since 1904. Dur- 
ing: the last four years the annual 
highway bill has averaged about one 
billion dollars. . 


State and national governments are 


searching every nook and corner in 
tho effort to secure greater economy 
in governmental expenditures and the 
ever Increasing highway bill is being 
closely scrutinized to determine what 
returns are secured from the now- 
average daily expenditure of $3,000,- 
000. 
Yet highway economists point 


out that if money invested in better 
roads will carry charges plus divid- 
ends, that is true economy. 
_ 


In considering the case of the im- 


proved" road and the motor vehicle 
several 
important factors must 
be 


given consideration. Nearly 90 per 
cent of the world's automobiles are in 
the United ' States, some 
17.700.000 


cars. -The durably paved roads laid In 
1924 were not sufficient to provide ad 
equate parking: space for the 3.300.- 
000 motor vehicles produced in that 
j ear for the home market. One-tenth 
of the roads in the United States beat 
at least three-fourths of the traffic, so 
that in most regions a comprehensive 
system of pavements involves only a 
small fraction of the total roadymile 
age. 


LOOKING BACKWARD 


STATES LEAD 


States and 
federal records 
show 


that about 75 per cent of all rural 
pa\cments -were built by the states 
alone or through federal aid, which 
sources together .provide about 40 per 
cent of the annual highway outlay. 


Inasmuch as all of the federal aid 


funds come indirectly from the fed' 
eral motor vehicle and accessory taxes 
levied on the motorist, and as a major 
portion of the state road money is 
equivalent to, the sum a of gasoline 
taxes, motor vehicle registration fees, 
and personal property taxes on autO' 
mobiles, it is evident that the car own- 
er foots by fa rthe larger portion ol 
the paved highway bill. 


County and township funds, which 


comprise the remaining 130 per cent o) 
the highway expenditures, are-devoted 
chiefly to the building and maintenance 
of local dirt and gravel roads to carry 
the light traffic on the nine-tenths "of 
the highways not included in the main 
systems.

Bird banding in America dates from 


the time ol/Audubon, who placed sil- 
ver threads 
around the legs of a 


Wood of phoebes about 1803. and was 
rewarded the next season by having 
two of his marked birds return to nest 
in the same vicinity. In •'Europe the 
"ringing" of birds was attempted as 


early as 1710. but it was not until 1SS9 
that systematic work was undertaken. 
Between that year and 1889 about 20 
different organizations took 
up the 


work, and one of the results of their 
activities was a valuable accumula- 
tion of information on the habits and 
migratory movements of birds. 


MANY DEVICES USED . 


Early 
investigators 
marked their 


birds in a variety of ways such as 
dyeing or staining the flight or tail 
feathers, attaching memoranda writ- 
ten on parchment, or mutilating feet, 
feathers or bill. Such methods, wore 
of course, unsatisfactory for a gener- 
al investigation. The most suitable 
device Js a numbered aluminum band. 
or ring, attached to the tarsus or bare 
portion of one leg of the bird. 


Active experimental work m bird 


banding in the United States •was be- 
gun in 1901. 
The American Bird 


Banding association was organized in 
1909, and advanced the work of bird 
banding during the last few years of 
its existence 
under the auspices, of 


the Linnaean Society of New York, 
until it outgrew the resources avail 
able. The work done under the direc- 
tion of this .association demonstrated 
the possibilities of extensive opera- 
tions. As it was realized the informa- 
tion resulting from bandlg migratory 
birds, particularly waterfowl, would be 
of much value in the administration 
of the migratory treaty act. the work 
was taken over by th'e biological sur- 
vey of the U. S. department of agri- 
culture in 1920. and has been promul- 
gated under this arrangement up to 
the 
time.
